1 . Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed on January 28, 2008 has been 
entered and made of recorded. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement for reasons of allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 6 and all its dependence are allowable over the 
prior art of recorded. Independent claims 1 and 6 recited the limitation method of 
image processing regarding image macroblock size processing dependent on 
kernel size and simultaneously image block access, are neither disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The references Takahashi et al (US Patent Number 6,052,488) and Klein 
et al (US Patent Number 5,029,266) in combination disclose regarding image 
block access and image processing. However, none of them either by itself or by 
combination teaches the limitations of further simultaneously image processing 
by the method of the following: 

wherein said small block is formed by pixel data ofm 1 xm 2 , said large block is formed of 
the small block of lfXl 2 , said coefficient matrix is formed of said coefficients ofn-ixn 2 , and the 
following equation are fulfilled:

Upon an updated search of the patent database the Examiner would like 
to point to an issue patent that is closely related to the current claimed 
application. Jutand et al (US Patent Number 4,947,446) teaches regarding a 
method and circuit for filtering a signal representative of a picture. Figure 1 and 
column 3-4 of Jutand et al teaches picture signal of interest window size and 
kernel filter size relationship. What Jutand et al does not teach is the restrictive 
range and limitations that the applicant has impose on the macroblock, small 
block and the relationship dependence of the data block and the kernel size. 

In view of the amended claims and the applicant's arguments, the new 
independent claims 1 and 6 and all their dependent claims are allowed. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submission should be clearly labeled "Comments 
on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
